Many Excursionists Killed Near 


Atlantic City, 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 81.—A railroad ac- 


cident, horrible in its details and sicken- 
ing In its results, occurred last evening 
ju*t outside this city, and as a result forty- 
four persons were killed and as many more 
injured. The Beading railroad express 
which left Philadelphia at 5:40 o'clock 
last evening crashed into a Pennsylvania 
excursion train at the second signal tower, 
on the meadows, about a mile from here. 
The Pennsylvania train was returning to 
Bridgeton with a party of excursionists 
from that place, Millrilleand neighboring 
towns. 


At the second signal tower tha tracks of 


the two roads cross diagonally. 
The 


Beading train was given the signal, but 
it either failed to work or the speed of the 
express was too great to be checked In 
time. It caught the excursion train broad- 
side and ploughed through, literally cleav- 
ing it in twain. The engine of tho Bead- 
ing train was shattered to splinters. 


The excursion train was made up of 


fifteen cars, the foremost of which was a 
baggage car. This and the next two 
coaches caught the full force of the crash, 
and were utterly demolished. What re- 
mained of the third car was tumbled into 
a ditch at the roadside/ 


Edward Farr, engineer on the Beading 


train, was killed outright. The engineer 
lay in what remained of the cab, and his 
right hand still clasped the throttle. He 
had been faithful unto death, and met it 
at his post. Foreman Halihan escaped with 
trifling injuries.

An Associated Press reporter was on 


on* of the first relief trains sent out by the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and he was the 
first newspaper representative on the 
scene. Staggering in and out of ditches 
and stumbling over masses of broken 
timber with only a few fltfuManterns to 
help their straining eyes the rescue gang 
set bravely to work. Axes and shovels 
were plied with the greatest vigor, and al- 
most at every half dozen strokes a mangled 
form was brought up and laid tenderly on 
the waiting pallets. 


• A heap of .bloodstained timber^ turned 
asideTby one of the rescuers, brought to 
sight a woman's arm. It had been, 
wrenched off almost by the roots, and 
nothing remained but a dripping stump, 
even the hand being gone. It had been 
clad in a dainty white linen glove, the 
sleeve of which still clung to it. Not five 
minutes later a chance blow from a pick 
revealed a still more ghastly remnant, a 
human heart that only a few short hours be- 
fore had been throbbing with life and love. 


One woman whose body was recovered 
still held In her dead hand a plate bearing 
a picture of Atlantic City. It waa un- 
broken. Scattered about tho ground near 
the wreck were many pieces of clothing 
which had been torn from tha bodies of 
the victims, hats, dainty parasols, fans 
and gloves. 


George F. Hauser, who had charge of 


the signal tower, was arrc.=ted and bailed.

The Engineer and Conductor Killed and 


Fireman Fatally Injurtd. 


SH^MOKIK, Pa., Aug. 5.—Two men were 


killed and another fatally injured in a 
freight wreck on the Philadelphia and 
Beading railroad six miles vre=t of Sha- 
mokin yesterday. To add to tho horror of 
the disaster the wreckage took fire from 
the dismantled locomotive, and the ex- 
plosion of a carload of powder, which was 
in the wreck, compelled the rescuers to 
keep at a safe distance. 


Killed: Michael Smock, engineer, aged 


85 years, of Tamaqua, killed in wreck 
and body cremated; Alexander Smith 
conductor, aged 45 years, of Tamaqua, 
leaves a wife and several children, hor- 
ribly crushed about body. 


Injured: Jacob Dreisbach.firemau, aged 


33 years, married, of Tamaqua, badly 
scalded by escaping steam and burned 
about body, will die. 


The body of Engineer Smock was re- 


covered from the smouldering wreck late 
yesterday afternoon, and consisted only of 
a charred trunk, which was brought to 
town in a toolbox. A tramp*declares that 
his chum, Charles Gulner, of Geneva, N. 
Y., was stealing a ride on the train and 
was killed.

Eight of thn leaders of the Central 
Labor union, nil representing different 
trades, were interviewed lust evening, and 
all but two of them exprp.«ed thaniwlves 
as opposed to such n strike, dcVLsring tJmt 
it would be unwise and could not benefit 
the strikers. Tho epic-lion will probably 
be decided at the meeting of tho Central 
Labor union tonight, should such a, strike 
be ordered it will call out upwards of 15,- 
000 men, nearly all of whom would obey 
the strike order. 


Yesterday morning two men stopped in 


front of Mrs. Lind's boarding house, a 
few squares from the Brown Hoisting 
works, where boards a man named Gett- 
ner, who is employed at the works. The 
two men yelled for the non-union man to 
corae out, and then they began to throw 
stones at the house. Presently one of the 
men flred at the door, the bullet passing 
through the panel and entering the house. 


The noise attracted the attention of the 


militia, and a detachment of Company I 
men were ordered to the scene on the 
double quick. As the old soldiers turned 
a neighboring corner the two men started 
to run. The lieutenant in charge shouted 
' 'Halt \'' The pursued men paid no atten- 
tion to the order, and the soldiers began 
firing at them. They returned the fire, 
and for a few moments there was a lively 
fusillade. One of the men suddenly made 
a cry. A moment later, however, both had 
disappeared in the darkness. The affair 
caused the utmost excitement in the neigh- 
borhood for a time. The bullets struck 
several houses. Two went clean through 
the side of a grocery store. 


On every street within a radius of nearly 


a mile of the plant both soldiers and 
locked out men patrolled the sidewalks. 
Many of the soldiers were doubly armed, 
wearing belts and revolvers, as well as 
carrying guns. A number of the strikers 
also carried guns. 


It is given out by the physicians at St. 


Clair hospital that Prinz, the man who 
was shot near the Brown works on Satur- 
day, is still in a critical condition, and 
that his chances for recovery were about 
one in a thousand. Inflaination has set in 
and the wounded man suffers untold 
agony.

Many Excursionists Killed Near 
Atlantic City. 


A tlan tic C it y , Ju ly 81.— A railroad nc- 
cldciit, horrible in its details aud sicken­ 
ing in Its results, occurred last evening 
ju it outside thiscity, and as a result forty- 
four porgons wero killed and ns many more 
iujured. Tho Reading railroad express 
which left Philadelphia at 5:40 O’clock 
last evening crashed into a Pennsylvania 
excursion train a t tho second signal tower, 
on tho meadows, about a mile from hero. 
Tho Pennsylvania train was returning to 
Bridgeton w ith a party of excursionists 
from that place, Millville and neighboring 
towns. 


A t the second signal tower the tracks of 
tho two roads cross diagonally. 
The 
Reading train was given the signal, but 
it olther failed to work or the speed of the 
express was too great to be chocked in 
time. It caught tho excursion train broad­ 
side and ploughed through, literally cleav­ 
ing it in twain. 
Tho engino of tho Read­ 
ing train was shattored to splinters. 


Tho excursion train was made up of 
ilfteon cars, tho foremost of which was a 
baggago car. 
This and tho next two 
coaches caught the full force of tho orash, 
and were utterly demolished. W liut re­ 
mained of tho third car was tum bled into 
a ditch at tho roadsido. 


Edward Farr, ongiuoor on the Reading 
train, was killed outright. 
Tho engineer 
lay in what remained of tho cab, and his 
right hand still clasped tho throttle, 
n o 
had been faithful unto death, and met it 
at his post. Foreman Ilalihan escaped with 
trifling injuries. 
\ 


An Associated Press reporter was on 
one of the first relief trains sent out by tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, and ho was tho 
first newspaper 
representative on the 
scene. Staggering in and out of ditches 
aud stum bling over masses of broken 
tim ber with only a few fitful lanterns to 
help their straining eyes tho rescue gang 
set bravely to work. Axes and shovels 
were plied with the greatest) vigor, and al­ 
most at every half dozen strokes a mangled 
form was brought up and laid tenderly on 
the waiting pallets. 


A heap of bloodstained timbers, turned 
aside by one of tho rescuers, brought to 
sight a wom an’s arm. 
It had 
been 
wrenched oif almost by tho roots, and 
nothing remained but a dripping stum p, 
even the hand being gone. 
It. had been 
clad in a dainty whito linen glove, the 
sleeve of which still clung to it. 
Not five 
m inutes later a chance blow from a pick 
revealed a still more ghastly rem nant, a 
hum an heart th at only a few short hours be­ 
fore had been throbbing wit h lifo and love. 


One woman whose body was recovered 
still held in her dead hand a plate bearing 
a picture of A tlantic City. 
It was un­ 
broken. 
Scattered about tho ground near 
the wreck were m any piecos of clothing 
which had been torn from the bodies of 
the victims, hats, dainty parasols, fans 
and gloves. 


George F. Hauser, who had charge of 
the signal tower, was arrested and bailed.

stones at the house.

The noise attracted the attention of tho 
militia, and a detachm ent of Company I 
men were ordered to tho scene on tho 
double quick. As tho old soldiers turned 
a neighboring corner tho two men started 
to run. 
The lieutenant in charge shouted 
‘‘H alt!” The pursued men paid no atten­ 
tion to tho order, aud the soldiers began 
firing at them. 
They returned the fire, 
and for a few moments there was a lively 
fusillade. One of tho mon suddenly made 
a cry. A m om ent later, however, both had 
disappeared in the darkness. 
Tho affair 
caused tho utm ost excitement in the neigh­ 
borhood for a time. 
The bullets struck 
several houses. Two w ent clean through 
tho side of a grocery store. 


On every stroot w ithin a radius of nearly 
a mile of the plant both soldiers and 
locked out men patrolled the sidewalks.

A mint is about to be established at 
Nanking for silver and copper coinage, 
making two mints for tho Chinese 
Empire, the other being at Canton. 
The common monetary unit of China 
is a copper “cash,” of which between 
1600 and 1700 make one tael and 
twenty-two make one penny. 


There are in the neighborhood oi 
100 big office buildings in New York 
City, employing about 3500 men and 
women, and paying out about $200,- 
000 a month in wages. 
In the very 
largest 
buildings a superintendent 
hires the help and rents the offices, 
but in the majority of cases these 
duties are divided between the owner, 
real estate agent and janitor. 
And 
the janitor is the most important man 
of the trio. 


There are 
forty-eight thousand 
artists in Paris, more than half of 
whom are painters. 
We wonder how 
many of theee realize the far-reaching 
moral effects for good or evil of which 
the products of chisel, pencil or brush 
are capable? muses the New York Ob­ 
server. 
It is to be feared that artists 
frequently fail to take any serious 
thought as to the ethics of art. 
And 
there appears to be some foundation 
for the witticism in which a German 
paper has recently indulged to the ef­ 
fect that the secret of success in 
modern art is to be crazy in an origin­ 
al way. ___________________ 


The 1,411,000 square miles of Can­ 
adian territory previously unnamed 
has been divided and named and ap­ 
pears on the new official map duly 
labeled. 
The new districts are as fol­ 
lows: Ungava, which includes all the 
district between Hudson's Bay and the 
Arctio Ocean, with the excej>tion of 
the narrow coast line of Labrador. 
Franklin, the great group of islands 
north of Hudson’s Straits and lying 
between the sixtieth and 125th degree 
of west longitude. 
West of this again 
is Mackenzie, taking in the mainland 
country between the northern limit of 
Athabaska and the Arctic Sea, and 
being between the 100th meridian of 
longitude and a line about 500 miles 
west and parallel with the Mackenzie 
River. 
Yukon includes the district 
inclosed between the latter line and 
the northern boundary of British 
Columbia, the eastern boundary of 
Alaska and the Arctic Ocean. 
Ungava 
is almost as 
extensive as British 
Columbia, and Mackenzie is larger 
than British Columbia and Quebec 
combined. Of the remaining districts, 
eaoh is bigger than Ontario. 


The New York Post says: 
“Few 
newspapers in the South mourn the 
abandonment of the proposed South­ 
ern States Exposition in Chicago. 
In 
a few quarters tho attempt is made to 
ascribe the failure of the enterprise to 
tho rivalry of the Tennessee Centen­ 
nial Exposition, to be held in Nash­ 
ville. 
But tho truth of the matter is 
that the people of the South took lit­ 
tle interest in the affair, and outside 
of some ‘drumming’ in the Atlantic 
Coast States, little attention was paid 
to it in the columns of tho newspapers 
or elsewhere. 
It was evident from 
this apathy in the South that the ex­ 
position would not be a success, and 
for this reason it was abandoned. One 
North Carolina paper says of i t : ‘The 
underlying idea was never a very prac­ 
tical one. 
It was to divert tho cotton 
goods trade of the South from tho 
North and East to the West, 
The 
laws of trade are inexorable. 
The 
North and the East are the South’s 
natural customers; the South and the 
West are both agricultural sections 
jand are competitors. 
The business 
men never took hold of this Chicago- 
Southern States movement. 
There 
never seemed to them to „be anything 
in it.' 
This quotation may bo ac­ 
cepted as a fair illustration of feeling 
at the South over the attempt to force 
trade, through an unnatural channel,

TO CODE THE SFBING CHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug- 


gests a broiled chicken, aud this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter aud cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, .but there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 


and here is a recipe that may well 
make the month water. Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner: Lay them on a board, re- 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. Boll these pieces 
in flour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this drop 
the portions of chicken. Fry a nice 
brown. Take up on a heated platter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy is prepared. Pour a teacupful 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter blended. Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonfnl 
of minced parsley. Allow it to come 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. 
Garnish with sprigs of curled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 


who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt and 
pepper. They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 


half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. Place in a 
steamer and steam an hour. Mean- 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfuls of flonr, a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celery salt. Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. Pour over the chicken. 


Chicken in Viennese Style—With a 


very sbarp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. Rub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit- 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire. 
On this broil the chickens a fine 
brown, turning often. Have at hand 
four piece? of toasted bread on a hot 
dish and on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. Pour over all a 
rich cream or white sauce. 


Chicken Gumbo—For this a young 


chicken is cut up, rolled in flour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiling water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tablespoonfnl of butter. 
Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras. 


Chicken pudding recalls old planta- 


tion days. Cut up a chicken and stew 
tender. Season with salt and pepper. 
Prepare a tbick batter. Then butier 
a pudding dich and in the bottom ar- 
range a layer of tbe fowl and cover 
with the batter. Then more chicken 
and;batter, alternately, until the re- 
ceptacle is fulL Bake brown in the 
oven. Serve with butter sauce. —New 
England Homestead.

TO COOK THE SPUING CHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug­ 
gests a broiled chicken, and this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter and cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, but there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 
and here is a recipe that may well 
make the mouth water. 
Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner: Lay them on a board, re­ 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. 
Boll these pieces 
in flour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. 
Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this drop 
the portions of chicken. 
Fry a nice 
brown. 
Take up on a heated x>latter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy its prepared. 
Pour a teacupful 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter blended. 
Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonful 
of minced parsley. Allow it to come 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. 
Garnish with sprigs of curled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 
who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt and 
pepper. 
They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 
half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. 
Place in a 
steamer and steam an hour. 
Mean­ 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, a table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celery salt. 
Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. 
Pour over the chicken. 


Chicken in Viennese Style—With a 
very shctrp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. 
Bub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and popper. Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit­ 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire. 
On this broil the chickens a line 
brown, turning often. Have at hand 
four pieces of toasted bread on a hot 
dish and on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. 
Pour over all a 
rich cream or tvhifco sauce. 


Chicken Gumbo—For this a young 
chicken is cut up, rolled in ilour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. 
Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiling water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tablespoonful 
of 
butter. 
Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras. 


Chicken pudding recalls old planta­ 
tion days. 
Cut up a chicken and stew 
tender. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Prepare a thick batter. Then butter 
a pudding dish and in the bottom ar­ 
range a layer of the fowl and cover 
with the batter. 
Then more chicken 
and ;batter, alternately, until the re­ 
ceptacle is full. 
Bake brown in the 
oven. 
Serve with butter sauce. —New 
England Homestead.

al college is now four hundred and 
forty seven. 
To choose a President 


and Vice President through the ac- 
.tion of the electors^college, the Con- 
stitution requires that the successful 
candidate shall receive a majority of 
all the votes, which this year is two 
hundred and twenty-four. 


The larger the number of candi- 


dates ballot ted fur, the greater is the 
possibility that no one of them may 
icceive the required number of votes. 
P jliticians are now giving some con 
sideration 
to 
the 
question 
what 


would happen if the electoral college 
should -fail to elect, and the duty of 
choosing a President from'the three 
candidates standing highest on the 
list should devolve upon the House of 
Representatives. 


It has occurred only twice in our 


history that the House has been called 
apon to elect a President. 


The first occasion was after 
the 


election of 1800, under the original 
piovision of the Constitution, which 
directed each elector to vote for two 
candidates without declaring which 
of the two was voted for as President 
and which as Vice President. 
Mr. 


Jefferson and Mr. Burr had each 
seventy-three votes.

straight or naturally. 
They were un­ 
earthed and found lying in a criscross 
manner. 
They were laid decently 
side by side, in the proper order, and 
again covered up with earth. 


Now the strangest thing happened: 
Mr. Seiders was entirely ignorant of 
what had taken place, and in almost 
the same hour of the reinterment the 
pain left his hand and he has not suf­ 
fered in the same way since.

To prevent serious destruction to 


the trees from the various insects the 
following methods are recommended. 
For the canker worms or caterpillars, 
opraying with arsenical poisons while 
the worms are young is the best 
remedy, though the trees may be 
banded with tar or tarred paper. The 
fruit bark beetle is a small brown in- 
sect. A whitewash in which a quart 
of salt has been dissolved in each three 
gallons may be applied, and it is likely 
that a thorough application of Bor- 
deaux mixture may be of some value 
as a repellant. 


The ring legged tree bug is a large, 


gray, flattened bug, shaped somewhat 
like the stink bug, and breeds on fruit 
and other treas, sucking the sap from 
the tender shoots. Kerosene emul- 
sion will kill them. 


The clover root borer is a small 


brown beetle which lays its eggs in 
the crown ot the plants, in spring, and 
the young worms from these eggs bur- 
row into and destroy the roots. Rapid 
rotation and summer plowing are the 
remedies. 


The Harlequin cabbage bug cannot 


be poisoned, but must be attracted to 
plants that have been put out as baits, 
and after attracting the bugs to these 
they can be sprayed with pare kero- 
sene. The squash plant louse breeds 
on the leaves of the squash and melons, 
often covering the under side of the 
leaves and injuring them by sucking 
the juices and causing them to curl.

KEEPING A IiAWN GEEES 


When a person has kept his lawn 


well clipped, and has devoted no little 
time every evening during the dry, 
warm weather of summer to watering 
the grass, and has not spared an abun- 
dance of fertilizing material—when all 
these things have been attended to 
and still the lawn begins to look brown 
and shabby when the season ie but lit- 
tle more than half over, it is no won- 
der that disappointment is felt, writes 
Webb DonnelL But the fault is usual- 
ly with the man rather than with his 
lawn. It is impossible to have a con- 
stantly green and vigorous turf, from 
early spring until late fall, unless the 
turf is composed of a succession of 
grasses, so that after the "season" of 
one is past, one or more others may 
be coming on to take its place. It is 
too much to expect that jone or two 
kinds of grass will grow vigorously 
from spring till fall. Most grasses are 
comparatively short in the time of 
their most vigorous growth. 
The 


secret, then, of a handsome lawn, is to 
have a succession of grasses that will 
cover tbe whole season, and this suc- 
cession can be secured by seeding a 
lawn with some of the lawn grass mix- 
tures that can be obtained of reliable 
seedsmen. Experience has shown what 
mixtures are best adapted for this'pnr- 
pose, and those who have a pride in 
the appearance of their grounds can- 
not afford to neglect such mixtures, 
for they afford not only a succession of 
green growth, but are compounded on 
a definite idea of associating such 
grasses that one may be of a nature to 
assist the growth of another. Thus a 
vigorous kind may furnish jnst the 
shade that is required to start into 
vigorous growth a grass that by itself 
could never have gained a foothold. 
There is nothing in nature much finer 
than a well kept bit of turf, and where 
one has secured satisfactory results in 
this direction he may well feel proud 
of his success. We can hardly hope in 
this country to match the beautiful 
turf that is seen in English country 
places, since the warm, moist climate 
of England is specially suited to the 
luxuriant growth of grasses; but we 
can still secure quite a fair success if 
tbe matter is taken hold of rightly, 
and this, I am convinced, is particu- 
larly dependant upon the use of,intel- 
ligently mixed grass seeds. The treat- 
ment of the turf after the grass is 
grown is of great importance, but that 
treatment is terribly handicapped if it 
has not the proper kind of turf to 
work upon.—New England Home- 
stead.

The Harlequin cabbage bug cannot 
be poisoned, but must be attracted to 
plants that have been put out as baits, 
and after attracting the bugs to these 
they can be sprayed with pure kero­ 
sene. 
The squash plant louse breeds 
on the leaves of the squash and melons, 
often covering the under side of the 
leaves and injuring them by sucking 
tho juices and causing them to curl. 
Fumigating with bisulphide of carbon 
has been effective in some cases. White 
ants may also be destroyed by this 
solution. 


KEEPING A IiAWN GREEK- 


When t* person has kept his lawn 
well clipped, and has devoted no little 
time every evening during the dry, 
warm weather of summer to watering 
tho grass, and has not spared an abun­ 
dance of fertilizing material —when all 
these things have been attended to 
and still the lawn begins to look brown 
and shabby when the season is but lit­ 
tle more than half over, it is no won­ 
der that disappointment is felt, writes 
Webb Donnell. But the fault is usual­ 
ly with the man rather than with his 
lawn. 
It is impossible to have a con­ 
stantly green and vigorous turf, from 
early spring until late fall, unless the 
turf is composed of a succession of 
grasses, so that after tho “ season” of 
one is past, one or more others may 
be coming on to take its place. 
It is 
too much to expect that ¿one or two 
kinds of grass will grow vigorously 
from spring till fall. Most grasses are 
comparatively short m the time of 
their most vigorous growth. 
The 
secret, then, of a handsome lawn, is to 
have a succession of grasses that will 
cover the whole season, and this suc­ 
cession can be secured by seeding a 
lawn with some of the lawn grass mix­ 
tures that can be obtained of reliable 
seedsmen. Experience has shown what 
mixtures are best adapted for this’pur- 
pose, and those who have a pride in 
the appearance of their grounds can­ 
not afford to neglect such mixtures, 
for they afford not only a succession of 
green growth, but are compounded on 
a definite idea of associating such 
grasses that one may be of a nature to 
assist the growth of another. 
Thus a 
vigorous kind may furnish just the 
shade that is required to start into 
vigorous growth a grass that by itself 
could never have gained a foothold. 
There is nothing in nature much liner 
than a well kept bit of turf, and whore 
one has secured satisfactory results in 
this direction he may well feel proud 
of his success. We can hardly hope in 
this country to match the beautiful 
lurf that is seen in English country 
places, since the warm, moist climate 
of England is specially suited to tho 
luxuriant growth of grasses; but we 
can still secure quite a fair success if 
the matter is taken hold of rightly, 
and this, I am convinced, is particu­ 
larly dependant upon tho use of,intel­ 
ligently mixed grass seeds. The treat­ 
ment of the turf after the grass is 
grown is of great importance, but that 
treatment is terribly handicapped if it 
has not tho proper kind of turf to 
work upon.—New England

Many Excursionists Killed Near 
Atlantic City, 


ATLAXTIC CITY, July NI.—A railroad ac- 
cident, horrible in its details and sioknn- 
Itig In its results, occurred last ovening 
juit outside thlRCity, and as a msult forty- 
foxir poreonsworoklllodand as iiiauynioro 
injured. Tho Reading railroad cxprcsfs 
whloh left Philadelphia at 5:40 O'clock 
last ovoning crashed into a Peunflylvnnia 
excursion train ut tho second signal tower, 
on tho meadows, about a inilo from hero. 
The Pennsylvania train was returning to 
Brldgeton with a party of oxcursionlnts 
from that place, Millvlllennd neighboring 
towns. 


At the second signal tower the tracks of 
tho two roads cross diagonally. 
Tho 
Rending train was given tho signal, but 
it olther fnilod to work or the speed of tho 
express was too great to bo chocked in 
time. It caught tho excursión train l)road- 
Bldo and plouirhed through, literally cloav- 
ing It In twain. 
The engine of tho Read- 
ing train was shattered to splintors. 


Tho excursion train \vas modo up of 
fifteen cars, tho foremost of which was a 
baggage car. 
This and tho next two 
coaches caught tho full force of tho crash, 
and were utterly demolished. 
What re- 
mained of tho third car was tumbled into 
a ditch at tho roadside. 


Edward Farr, onginoor on tho Reading 
train» was killed outright. Tho engineer 
lay In what remained of the cab, and his 
right hand still clasped tho throttle. Ho 
had been faithful unto death, and met it 
at his post. F'reman Halihan escaped with 
trifling inJurlDS. 
\ 


An Assoi'iated Pross reporter was on 
one of the first relief trains .sontout by tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, and ho was tho 
first newspaper 
representative on the 
scene. Stivggerlng in and out of ditches 
and stumbling over masses of brolcen 
timber with only a few fitful lanterns to 
help their straining eyes tho rescue gang 
get bravely to work. Axes and shovels 
were plied with the greatest; vigor, and al- 
most at every half d(»zen strokes a mangled 
form was brought up and laid tenderly on 
the waiting pallets. 


A heap of bloodstainod timbers, turned 
aside by one of tho rescuers, brought to 
sight a woman's arm. It had been 
wrenched off almost by tho roots, and 
nothing remained but a dripping stump, 
oven the hand being gone. It had been 
clad In a dainty whito linen glove, the 
sleeve of which still clung to it. Not five 
ndnutes later a chance blow from a pick 
revealed a still moro ghastly remnant, a 
human heart that only a fow short hours bo- 
foro had been throbbing wit ii lifo and love. 
One woman whoso body was recovered 
still held In her dead hand a plate bearing 
a picture of Atlantic City. It was un- 
broken. Rcattorod about tho ground near 
tlie wreck were many pieces of clothing 
which had l>een torn from tlio bodio-i of 
the victims, hats, dainty parasols, fans 
and gloves.

TO COOK T H E S P E I N O OHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug- 
gests a broiled chicken, aud this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter and cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, but there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 
and hevB is a recipe that may well 
make the mouth water. 
Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner : Lay them on a board, re- 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. 
Boll these pieces 
in flour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. 
Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this drop 
the iDortions of chieken. 
Fry a nice 
brown. 
Take up on a heated i>latter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy is prepared. 
Pour a teacupful 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter blended. 
Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonful 
of minced parsley. 
Allow it to come 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. 
Garnish with sprigs of curled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 
who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt aud 
pepper. 
They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 
half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. 
Piace in a 
steamer and steam an hour. 
Mean- 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celerj salt. 
Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. 
Pour over the chicken. 


Chicken in "Viennese Style—With a 
very shijirp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. 
Eub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and popper. Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit- 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire. 
On this broil the chickens a flue 
brown, turning often. Have at hand 
four pieces of toasted bread on a hot 
dish and on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. 
Pour over all a 
rich cream or tvhito sauce. 


Chicken Gumbo—For this a young 
chicken is cut up, rolled in flour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. 
Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiling water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tablespoonful 
of 
butter. 
Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras. 


Chicken pudding recalls old planta- 
tion days. 
Cut up a chicken and stew 
tender. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Prei^are a thick batter. Then butter 
a pudding dish and in the bottom ar- 
range a layer of the fowl and cover 
with the batter. 
Then more chicken 
and ;batter, alternately, until the re* 
ceptaele is full. Bake brown in the 
oven. 
Serve with butter sauce.—New 
England Homestead.

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The number of votes in the elector- 
al collcue is i\a\v four Innidrcd 
and 
forty seven. 
To choose a President 
and Vice President through the ac- 
•tion of iho cleclorajjcollege, the Con- 
stiuuion requires that the 
successful 
candidate shall receive a majority of 
all the voles, which this year is two 
hundred and twenty«four. 


The larger the number of candi* 
<iates ballottcd for, the greater is the 
possibility that no one of iheni may 
receive the required number of votes, 
P )Iiticians arc now giving some con 
sideration 
to 
the 
question 
what 
would happen if the electoral college 
should 'fail to elect, and the duty of 
choosing a President frdmMhe three 
candidates 
standing highest on the 
list should devolve upon ihc House of 
Representatives. 


It has occurred only twice in our 
history that the House has been called 
«pon to elect a President. 


The first occasion was after 
the 
«lection of 1800, under the original 
piovision of the Constitution, which 
directed each elector to vote for two 
candidates 
without declaring 
which 
of the two was voted for as Resident 
and which as Vice President. 
Mr. 
Jefferson 
and 
Mr. 
Burr 
had 
each 
seventy-three votes. 
The House elect- 
ed Mr. Jefferson, and Mr. Burr Vice- 
President 


The second occasion was after the 
election 
of 1824, when, under the 
twelfth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which had been adopted in 1804, 
candidates for President 
and 
Vice- 
President 
were 
designated 
by 
the 
electors. 
No one of the lour candi- 
dates balloted for as President receiv- 
ed a majoiity of the votes. 
The elec- 
tion was therefore thrown into tho 
House of Representatives, which elect- 
ed Mr. John Quincy Adams. 


Should 
the electors chosen at the 
polls next November fail to give a 
majority of their votes to any of the 
candidates, the election of a Presi- 
dent would devolve upon the House 
of Representatives, that of Vice Pres- 
ident upon the 
Senate. 
It might 
happen that we should have a Presi- 
dent ol one party and a Vice-President 
of another. 


When 
the 
house 
meets 
for. the 
election of a President, the delegation 
from each ^tate casts a single vote, 
and a majority of the states is requir- 
ed for an election. 
If the delegation 
from any state so divides its vote as 
not to give any candidate a majority, 
the vole of that State is reckoned as 
blank. 
One 
curious result of 
this 
system is that the importance of an 
individual 
representative 
in 
deter- 
mining the result increases with the 
smallness of his state. 
Nevada, with 
its population of forty five thousand, 
counts for as much as New York with 
its population of six millions. 
The 
single 
representative 
from 
Nevada 
counts for as much as a majority of 
the 
thirty-four 
representatives 
from 
New York. 


Under ordinary circumsiances, with 
a House of Representatives so strong- 
ly under the control of one party as 
is the present, it would be easy to 
forecast the votes of state delegations. 
13ut 
the 
currency question 
has cut 
across existing party lines in such a 
way as to introduce elements of un- 
certainly. 
The single representative 
from 
Montana, 
for 
example, 
was 
elected as a Republican, but he for- 
rnally 
severed 
his connection 
with 
that party by joining 
(he ^^bolters" 
at the St, Louis convention. 
There 
are other representatives whose votes 
could nut be dei>ended on by the 
parly to which they belonged 
when 
they were elected. 


Another 
contingency is that 
the 
vote of a state might pivot upon the 
settlement of a contest over a seat. 
Kentucky has eleven 
representatives 
SIX- of whom are Democrats and five 
Kepublicans: but one oi the election 
contests left unsettled at the adjourn- 
rnein of the House was that over the 
teat now held by Joseph M. Kendall, 
Deiiuicrat, 
ot 
the 
tenth 
Kentucky 
district. 
The settlement of that con- 
test 
would 
determine 
the 
vote 
of 
Kentucky for President; and it wonld 
be strange if a knowledge of that fact 
did nut iuijuence Jhe action of mem- 
bers.

They were 
laid 
decently 
side by side, in the proper order, and 
again covered up with earth. 


Now the strangest thing happened: 
Mr. Seiders was entirely ignorant of 
what had taken place, and in almost 
the same hour of the reinterment the 
pann left his hand and he has not suf- 
fered in the same way since. 
The 
above is vouched for by several reputa- 
ble people who are cognizant of the 
above facts.—Chambersburg Opinion.

SOME DESTUUCrrVE INSECTS. 


To prevent serious destruction to 
tho trees from the various insects the 
following methods are recommended. 
For tho canker worms or caterpillars, 
opraying with arsenical poisons while 
tho worms are young is tho best 
remedy, 
though the trees may be 
banded with tar or tarred paper. Tho 
fruit bark beetle is a small brown in- 
sect. 
A whitewash in which a quart 
of salt has been dissolved in each three 
gallonò may be applied, and it is likely 
that a thorough application of Bor- 
deaux mixture maj' be of some value 
as a repellant. 


Tho ring legged tree bug is a large, 
gray, flattened bug, shaped somewhat 
like the stink bug, and breeds on fruit 
and other trees, sucking the sap from 
tho tender shoots. 
Kerosene emul- 
sion will kill thorn. 


The clover root borer ia a small 
brown beetle which lays its eggs in 
tho crown ot tho plants, in spring, and 
the young worms from these eggs bur- 
row into and destroy the roots. Bapid 
rotation and summer plowing are tho 
remedies. 


Tho Harlequin cabbago bug cannot 
be poisoned, but must be attracted to 
plants that have been put out as baits, 
and after attracting the bugs to these 
they can bo sprayed with pure kero- 
sene. 
The squash plant louse breeds 
on the leaves of the squash nnd melone, 
often covering the under side of the 
leaves and injuring them by sucking 
tho juices and causing them to curl. 
Fumigating with bisulphide of carbon 
has been eflective in some cases. White 
ants may also bo destroyed by this 
solution. 


KETSPING A IJAWN GETiJEK' 


When a person has kept his lawn 
well clipped, and has devoted no little 
time every evening during the dry, 
warm weather of summer to watering 
the grass, and has not spared an abun- 
dance of fertilizing material—when all 
these things have been attended to 
and still the lawn begins to look brown 
and shabby when the season is but lit- 
tle more than half over, it is no won- 
der that disappointment is felt, writes 
Webb Donnell. But the fault is usual- 
ly with the man rather than with his 
lawn. 
It is impossible to have a con- 
stantly green and vigorous turf, from 
early spring until late fall, unless the 
turf is composed of a Euccession of 
grasses, so that after tho ''season" of 
one is past, one or more others may 
be coming on to take its place. 
It is 
too much to expect that ione or two 
kinds of grass will grow vigorously 
from spring till fall. Most grasses are 
comparatively short in tho time of 
their most vigorous growth. 
The 
secret, then, of a handsome lawn, is to 
have a succession of grasses that will 
cover the whole season, and this suc- 
cession can be secured by seeding a 
lawn with some of the lawn grass mix- 
tures that can be obtained of reliable 
seedsmen. Experience has shown what 
mixtures are best adapted for this'pur- 
pose, and those who have a pride in 
the appearance of their grounds can- 
not afford to neglect such mixtures, 
for they afford not only a succession of 
green growth, but are compounded on 
a deiinito idea of associating such 
grasses that one may be of a nature to 
assist the growth of another. 
Thus a 
vigorous kind may furnish just the 
shade that is required to start into 
vigorous growth a grass that by itself 
could never have gained a foothold. 
There is nothing in nature much liner 
than a well kept bit of turf, and whore 
one has secured satisfactory results in 
this direction he may well feel proud 
of his success. We can hardly hope in 
this country to match the beautiful 
iurf that is seen in English country 
places, since the warra, moist climate 
of England is specially suited to the 
luxuriant growth of grasses; but we 
can still secure quite a fair success if 
the matter is taken hold of rightly, 
and this, I am convinced, is particu- 
larly dependant upon tho use of,intel- 
ligently mixed grass seeds. The treat- 
ment of the turf after the grass is 
grown is of great importance, but that 
treatment is terribly handicapped if it 
has not the proper kind of turf to 
work upon, —Kew Eugland 
Home-
